the marriage. The author stoutly defends the 
lovely Elizabetta whose contemporaries tra- 
duced her, considering her an impediment to 
Tartini’s free exercise of his gifts.

Three unexplained incidents which occurred 
in eighteenth-century France and England are 
woven into a romance that comfortably ac- 
counts for the fate of the small dauphin. Vir- 
ginia Traill, a beautiful, unconventional 
American visiting in Wales, befriends a waif 
who proves to be the dauphin. The child has 
been brought to England via balloon, by an 
uncle so blindly convinced of the divine 
right of kings that he is prepared to make 
any necessary sacrifice. Virginia, a fervent 
republican, outdoes him by sacrificing her 
own virtue to save the boy’s life, and pre- 
paring to renounce her love in order to spare 
him the fate of becoming a king. After much 
bloodthirsty melodrama the uncle is con- 
verted to Virginia’s way of thinking, and 
Unni becomes one more ordinary American 
boy.
